(See story Page 3) 
OTTAWA — B.C. wants to 
charge the public a basic fee 
for. medicare like the existing 
$1 a day-hospital tsurance plan: 
' The provincial government 
also wants full administrative 
control of medicare and is op- 
posed to an independent com- 
mission running it. 
These were the two major 
conditions laid down here Tues- 
day by Health Minister Eric 
Martin at a federal-provincial 
medicare conference. 
The B.C.’ government in a 
brief presented to Health Minis- 
ter Judy LaMarsh ‘and other 
provincial ministers endorsed 
the principles of the Hall royal 
commission report. 
But .Mr. Martin strongly ob- 
jected to some specific recom- 
mendations which he said vio- 
lated the constitutional rights 
of the provinces. The main one 
was the commission's proposal 
for independent boards to run 
medicare in each province.

Atrophy of the Optic Nerve 


Occasionally an unhappy person writes 
to say that his vision is failing, and his 
ophthalmologist will not promise him any- 
thing because the trouble is an atrophy of 
the optic nerve—(atrophy 
means a shrinking up, and 
the optic nerve is the big 
nerve that runs from each 
eye to the brain). 

Now, my correspondent 
wants to know what this 
means in plain English? 
How was the disease diag- 
nosed? Is there a cure, or 
is there any special treat- 
ment that is likely to do 
Alvares any good? 

Will the disease cause total blindness, and 
$f so, how long before this will come? Has 
the person a brain tumor? Will glasses help? 
Is the condition hereditary? 

Optic atrophy occurs with certain diseases 
of the nervous system. An eye specialist, 
when-he looks into the background of the 
eye with his electrically-lighted ophthalmo- 
scope, can immediately see that the end of 
the nerve, where it comes into the eye, has 
lost some of its structure, perhaps its blood 
vessels, and its reddish color. 

Some types of optic atrophy are heredi- 
tary in origin, some are due to degenerative 
changes in the brain; ahd some are due to 
the plugging-up of an artery that supplies 
the nerve with blood. Fifty years ago, a 
common cause of optic atrophy was chronic 
syphilis of the nervous system; today, with 
immensely better treatmént, syphilitics usu- 
ally are kept from getting this’ form of 
blindness. 


* *- * 
In most cases, when the optic nerve has 


it back to health. Only a good opthalmolo- 
gist, who can perhaps’ get some idea of the 
cause of the trouble, can tell if complete 
blindness is to be expected, and if so, when 
it is likely to come. 

The ‘appearance of the end of the optic 
nerve is peculiar in cases of brain tumor, 
and in any other condition in which the pres- 
sure inside the skul} has become abnormally 
great. Then, the opthalmologist sees what 
he calls a choked disc, which means that 
the end Of the nerve projects into. the cavity 
of the eye. In some such cases, if the tumor 
can quickly be removed by a surgeon, vision 
can be saved. Naturally, when the optic 
nerves are destroyed, no glasses are likely 
to help, . 

Oftentimes, a person with a malignant 
type of high blood pressure will have such 
marked changes in the backs of his eyes that 
he is threate’ with blindness. Then, if the 
pressure can be lowered, vision may be 
saved. I have seen wonderful results ob- 
tained In this way.

The main headache for STV is the loud opposition 
to it, especially from.movie theatre exbibitors. Opposi- 
tien forces, who claim that viewers eventually will have 
to pay for what they now get free, have succeeded in 
getting a referendum on the November California ballot 
on the issue of pay-TV. A vote against pay-TV in the 
state could conceivably disrupt the whole operation. 

However, pay-TV could mean healthier free-TV. 
‘National Association of Broadcasters’ president Le Roy 
Collins has warned the industry in the U.S. that “it is 
time to examine our qvn consciences, our own busi- 
ness practises, our ow? plans for the future in light 
of this threat.” : i 

He said every argument for pay-TV is based on the 
alleged shortcomings of free broadcasting, and every 
failure by broadcasters helps bolster these arguments. 

He feels the weapon to stop pay-TV is ever greater 
excellence in commercial broadcasting in all of its 
aspects. 7

and something should be done about programs in bad

Medicare 
Deterrent

OTTAWA — B.C. wants to 
charge the public a basic fee 
for medicare like the existing 
$1 a day hospital insurance plan. 

The provincial government 
also wants full administrative 
control of medicare and is op- 
posed to an independent. com- 
mission running it. 

These were the two major 
conditions laid down here Tues- 
day by Health Minister Eric 
Martin at a federal-provincial 
medicare conference. 

The B.C. government in a 
brief presented to Health Minis- 
ter Judy LaMarsh and other 
provincial ministers endorsed 
the principles of the Hall royal 
commission report. 

But Mr, Martin strongly ob- 
jected to some specific recom- 
mendations which he said vio. 
lated the constitutional rights 
of the provinces. The main one 
was the commission's proposal 
for independent boards. to run 
medicare in each province.
